It is 
known that George Dimitrov, Prime Minister of Bulgaria,is an advocate 
of Andre Zhdanov's ascendency to power after Stalin whereas Tito is 
opposed to him as a replacement for Stalin, 
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be Zhdanov apparently played a large part in organizing the Cominform's 
communique which denovwnced Marshal Tito. 


ec. There will be no major change in the Communist Party of Yugoslavia, 
nor will the recent incident essen the bonds with Stalin and Russia. 
Neither Tito nor Yugoslavia will draw away from the Eastern orbit 
and closer to the Western powers as a result of the crisis. 
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
